2. (C) ON OCTOBER 16-17, EMBOFFS VISITED ARAUCA, THE 
CAPITAL OF ARAUCA DEPARTMENT ON COLOMBIA'S NORTHEASTERN 
BORDER WITH VENEZUELA, TO MEET WITH SECURITY, ECONOMIC, 
POLITICAL, AND CIVIL SOCIETY LEADERS. ARAUCA-BASED COLAR 
18TH BRIGADE (BDE) COMMANDER COLONEL GUSTAVO MATAMOROS 
TOLD EMBOFFS THAT VIOLENCE IN ARAUCA IS ESCALATING AND 
WILL LIKELY LEAD TO FULL~SCALE WARFARE BETWEEN THE FARC 
AND ELN (ACTING IN CONCERT) AND THE AUC, AS EACH FACTION 
COMPETES FOR STRATEGIC SUPPLY CORRIDORS, LAND, EXTORTED

5. (C) ON OCTOBER 16, THE FARC ENDED THE 19-DAY "PARO 
ARMADO" ("ARMED BLOCKADE"), WHICH BLOCKED OVERLAND 
TRANSPORTATION BETWEEN ARAUCA AND ARAUQUITA TO PROTEST 
THE ARRIVAL OF PARAMILITARIES IN THE REGION. ARAUCA'S 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE ESTIMATED THAT THE "PARO ARMADO" COST 
THE DEPARTMENT ALMOST USD 20 MILLION, CAUSED FOOD 
SHORTAGES, AND NEARLY CRIPPLED THE LOCAL TAXI AND BUS 
INDUSTRY (REF A). CHAMBER OF COMMERCE PRESIDENT CARLOS 
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GAONA SAID THE ECONOMIC IMPACT OF THE "PARO ARMADO" WAS 
EXACERBATED BY ARAUCA'S WEAK ECONOMY AND OXY'S DECISION 
TO HALT PRODUCTION FROM OCTOBER 8-16. OVER 90% OF ARAUCA 
DEPARTMENT'S BUDGET IS FUNDED BY OIL ROYALTIES AND, 
DURING THE PREVIOUS STOPPAGE FROM FEBRUARY TO JULY, THE 
DEPARTMENT AND CITY LOST AN ESTIMATED USD 50 MILLION (REF

Ws (C) ARAUCA'S BISHOP MONSIGNOR ARCADIO BERNAL STATED 
THAT THE POPULACE FEELS HOPELESS AND CAUGHT BETWEEN THE 
CROSSHAIRS OF THE GUERRILLAS AND PARAMILITARIES. BERNAL 
LAMENTED THAT THE CHURCH DID NOT HAVE SUFFICIENT 
RESOURCES TO ASSIST THE RAPIDLY INCREASING NUMBERS OF 
POOR, HOMELESS, AND DESTITUTE, WHO ARE FALLING THROUGH 
THE CRACKS OF ARAUCA'S WEAK SOCIAL WELFARE, HEALTH, AND 
EDUCATION SYSTEMS. BERNAL SAID THE ARCHDIOCESE OPERATES 
THREE COMMUNITY PROGRAMS: A HOUSE THAT FEEDS AND SHELTERS 
60 HOMELESS ORPHANS, WHICH HAS BEEN OPERATING FOR 3 
YEARS; A ONE-YEAR OLD "PEACE AND COEXISTENCE COMMITTEES" 
PROGRAM THAT TEACHES CONFIDENCE BUILDING MEASURES AND 
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CONFLICT MANAGEMENT SKILLS; AND, A SEVEN-YEAR OLD HIGH 

SCHOOL TUTORING PROGRAM THAT PROVIDES INSTRUCTION TO OVER 

400 CAMPESINOS OF ALL AGES IN THEIR COMMUNITIES. SOCIAL 
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ACTIVISM IS LIMITED, BUT APPROXIMATELY 300 ARAUCANS 
PARTICIPATED IN A PEACEFUL MARCH ON OCTOBER 18 TO CALL 
THE CENTRAL GOVERNMENT'S ATTENTION TO CONDITIONS IN 
ARAUCA. VEHICLES IN THE PROCESSION DISPLAYED A "FOR 
SALE" SIGN, SIGNIFYING THAT THE COMMUNITY HAS HAD ENOUGH 
AND ARE READY TO LEAVE, UNLESS THE CENTRAL GOVERNMENT 
PROVIDES RELIEF. 


8. (C) ARAUCA WILL LIKELY FACE GREATER SECURITY AND 
ECONOMIC CHALLENGES AS CONFLICT ESCALATES BETWEEN THE 
GUERRILLAS AND PARAMILITARIES. 
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
